riculture Wallace, Secretary 
Interior Fall and Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover, and were much en- 
couraged by the sympathetic atti- 
tude of the President's advisers. 


GOES TO CABINET. 


Tomorrow the whole matter is to 
up at the Cabinet meeting, 
President Harding having requested 
the Secretary of Agriculture to sup- 
ply him with all the facts on the 
staples to be protected against 
sn Gumping. There is some 
doubt in the minds of many wen 
informed lawyers as to the power 
of the Executive, under present laws, 
to bar any of the articles under 
consideration from entry into this 
country, and there may have to be 
enabling legislation. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, however, seems confident that 
the President has such power, and 
will cite him tomorrow the sections 
of the law which he believes aus- 
tain his position. In the confer- 
ences with the Senators today, Sec- 
retary Wallace was perhaps 
most encouraging of all, though Sec- 
retary Fall also was enthusiastic. 
Secretary Hoover was entirely in 
accord with the protection of the 
producers, but doubted the present 
law's efficacy to do what the Sen- 
ators wanted.

has caused “bitter disappointment” in Ger- 
many, according to the comments of the 
German press. The opinion seems to have 
prevailed be the Rhine that the Re- 
publican party in the United: States was in 
faver of a complete break-away from the 
policy of the Allied nations. The Germans 
even expected some kind words in the inau- 
gural. They believed the rejection of the 
Versailles Treaty by the Senate was occa- 
sioned by a conviction that the peace terms 
were unfair to Germany. It seems to have 
never occurred to them that the objectiou 
to certain sections of the covenant of the 
League of Nations did not arise trqm any 
undue sympathy with national malefactors, 
but that a minority in the Senate, com- 
posed of more than one-third the member- 


ship, voted against the treaty to escape ¢ 


what they feared would be entangling alli- 
ances. 

Apparently the Germans continue to re 
gard themselves as the most important 
people in the world. They cannot conceive 
that their country has fallen to the status 
of a third-rate power and they would have 
preferred abuse from our President to no 
reference at all. There was, no good rea- 
son that Germany should be dragged into 
the inaugural address, in which there was 
a careful avoidance of all discussion of 
foreign policies. The German editors do 
not apparently possess sufficient wit to dis- 
tinguish between an address delivered 
when a President takes office and a Presi 
dent's message. * 

_ Curiously enough, it now appears that 
the German government expected President 
Harding ta denounce the governments of 
Great Britain, France und Belgium for oc- 
cupying add German territory to 

force the s of the peace treaty. v 
believed that our government would at 
once divorce itself completely from the Al- 
lied cause and that official notice of the 
change of policy would be given in the in- 
augural.

ing the war they would have discovered 
that the President had been much more 
pronounced in his opposition to the course 
taken by the German government than his. 
late Democratic opponent. Bxpecting to 
find in President Harding a German sym- 
pathizer is one of the most absurd miss- 


takes that any government could make.” It

Pert and his associates and it leads one 
to wonder why the rest of the worid ve- 
lieved for so many years ip the pretendea 
superiority of the German intellect.

\]TALY’S NEW DEPARTURE. 


Italy seems to have “escaped with a

other European countries, except France 
and Belgium, whose war heroism apparent- 
ly rendered them immune.

Since 
they voluntarily turned them back to their 
owners industry has Been forging ahead 
in Italy. 3 

Now comes an Italian ambassddor, Ro- 
lando-Ricc!, who says that he is a business 
man, net a diplomat, who will maintain his 
chief offices in the business district of New 
York, thie Saw depart. 
ure, the new Ambassador said: * 

I am not a diplomat. ‘This its th 
first time I have ever held a diplo- 
matic position. I am a business man, 


+ sent to America to discuss commercial 


end financial affairs with business men. 

I know nothing and care nothing about 

the old-fashioned diplomacy that was 

killed by the war. New York is where 

T expect to spend most of my time. 

gee that great affairs are 

conducted here today rather than at 

the capital. .. . For some years at 
least the relations that European pow- 
bers will have with American bankers 
and manufacturers and exporters will 
be of far greater importance than 
those with officials of the government. 

This resolution on the part of the Italian 
Ambassador to pay more attention to com- 
merce and industry than to politics while 
in America signals a new departure in di- 
Dlomacy. It is indeed the child of the great 
war. Signor Rolando-Ricci comes, not sim- 

"ply as the representative of the government 
of Italy, but representing the whole of the 
Italian people, He will concern himself 
less with American politicians than with 
American business men. He sees in New 
York the capital of Ameriéan business life 
and he will leave to other diplomats the 
political maneuverjig while he directs his 
efforts to establishing profitable commercial 
relations between Italy and the United 
States. 

Perhaps this move on the part of the 
Italian Ambassador marks the opening of 
a new epoch of industrialism. Formerly, 
relations between peoples did not exist; in- 
ternational affairs were relegated to the 
regime of politics. If the world is passing 
from war to peace it will be by the route 
that Signor Rolando-Ricci has set out to 


follow. Business men arrange their all- 
ances and compose their differences in a 


commercial rather than in a military spir- 
it. Their demands are not backed up by 
threats of wholesale murder. Dollars, after 
all, are more humane in their warfare than 
men. 

In separating the political from the busi- 
ness life of a nation, however, our own 
country is found at a disadvantage by rea- 
son of the comparative isolation of its cap- 
ital from its great industrial centers. The 
capitals of all the great European coun- 
tries afe also the centers of com- 
merce and industry. It is only a few 


blocks from the government offices to those. 


of the boards of trade and finance. Wash- 
ington is purely a political capital Per- 
haps the framers of the Constitution and 
their immediate successors, in seeking to 


_ peparate politics from business, made the 


gap too wide. If the industrial relations 
of people assume first importance, as they 
should, and politics, with ite intrigues and 
wars, is relegated to the background, the 
isolation of the national capital may be- 
come embarrassing 

It is not impossible that other countries 
will find it more to their interest to” send 
business men as ambassadors to foreign 
states than the breed of bureaucratic dip- 
lomats, Diplomacy and intrigue are insep- 
arable. Governments have their armies and 


their navies, and there is always a tend-

Why, of course; the government 
ought to take care of them—and it is 
of course quite officially helpful as 
far as red tape and stern impartial- 
ity will allow. But the help the gov- 
ernment gives is a mere drop in the 
ocean of their dire needs. And, any- 
way, we, the people, are the govern- 
ment, and if only we could be half as 
sentimental and melodramatic about 
them as we are about anything Irish, 
what a wealth of generosity and con- 
solation we could lavish upon them. 

And we can see these men, they 
are right under our noses, hobbling 
about our streets in their pitifully 
crippled plight, utterly discouraged.

LARGE LOSS IN NIGHT FIRE. 


Wood and Coal Establishment Razed by 
Flames, Investigation to be Made.
